to a vote of the people and authorizing the 
election of State officers provided by said 
Constitutions and members of Congress, 
as approved and signed by the President 
to-day : 

Be it enacted, etc., That the President of 
the United States, at such time as he may 
deem best for the public interest, may sub- 
mit the Constitution which was framed by 
the Convention which met in Richmond, 
Va, on Tuesday, the third day of Decem- 
ber, 1867, to the registered yoters of said 
State registered at the date of said submis- 
sion for ratification or rejection, and may 
also submit to a separate vote such provis- 
ions of said Constiutiun, as he may deem 
best sych yote to be taken, either upon each 
of the said provisions alone, or in connec- 
tion with other portions of said Conatitu- 
tion as the President may direct. 

Sec. 2. That at same election the voters 
of said State may vote for and elect mem- 
bers of the General Assembly of said State 
and all the officers of said State provided 
for by the said Constitytiop;and members 
of Congress and the officer commanding 
the district of Virginia shall cause the lists 
of Registers of voters of said State to be 
revised, enlarged, and corrected prior to 
such election, according to law, and for 
that purpose may appoint such Registers 
as he may deem necessary; and said elec- 
tions shall 
made in the manner provided by the acts 
of Congress commonly called the Recon- 
struction Acts. 

Sev. 3. That the President of the United 
States may, in like manner, submit the 
Constitution of Texas to the voters of said 


he may direct, either the entire Constitu- 
tion or separate provisions of the same, as 
provided in the first section of this act toa 
separate vote, and at the same election the 
voters may vote for and elgct the mem- 
bers of the Legislature and all the State 
officers provided for in said Constitution, 
and members of Congress, provided also, 
that no election shall be held in said State 
of Texas, for any purpose until the Presi- 
dent so directs. 

Sec. 4. That the President of the United 
States may, in like manner, re-submit the 
Constitution of Mississippi, to the voters of 
said State, atsnch time and in such manner 
as he may direct, either the entire Constitu- 
tion or separate provisions of the same, as 
provided in the first section of this act. to 
a separate vote and at the same election. 
The voters may vote for, and elect the 


State officers, provided for in said Consti- 
| tution, and members of Congress. 

Sec. 5. That if either of said Constitu- 
tions shall be ratified at such election, the 
Legislature of the State so ratifying, 
elected as provided for in this act, shall 
assemble at the Capital of said State, on 
the fourth Tuesday after the official pro- 
mulgation of such ratification by the mili- 
tary officer commanding in said State. 

Sec. 6. That before the States of Virgin- 
ia, Mississippi and Texas shall be admitted 
to representa tion in Congress, their several 
Legislature’s, which may be hereafter law- 
fully organized shall ratify the fifteenth 
amendment which has been proposed by 
Congress to the several States as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States. 

SSec. 7. That the proceedings in any of 
said States shall not be deemed final or 
operate as a complete restoration thereof, 
until their action respectively shall be ap- 
proved by Congress.
